Profile John Keemink 

My life began on April 25 th 1942, in The Hague; the one and only 
child my Mother could have. My memories of many things, particularly 
post-war, are quite vivid. Buying stamps with my Dad, on his bike, at the 
local stamp bourse, occasionally going with him to his work, which was 
the demolition of the many bunkers built during the war, my first day at 
school, walking around the ruins of Rotterdam are just some of these. 
One other, especially, was when I was told we were migrating to 
Australia. (Where??, what??), being concerned about losing my way to/ 
from school. I need NOT have worried! 

We left in December 1949 (fully paid-for fare-before the freebies 
a few years later), on the SS Volendam, a (supposedly) converted troop 
ship. I was accommodated with all the other children under 12 with all 
the women, in “dormitories” with rows of 3 tier bunks. No shops, no 
pool, no ‘nuttin*. 

Arrived in Fremantle a month later and after a few days in a 
seedy hotel in Perth city, to Bunbury by train, then to Manjimup by bus 
and then collected by truck to be driven 60 km’s south, on a gravel 
“road”, to Shannon River, a new timber mill town. Shannon consisted of, 
then, 13 three bedroom timber houses, each on a % acre block. No 
electricity, no running water; only a rainwater tank. There was a 
boarding house for the several single men who were housed in small 
huts, a temporary “spot” mill, and a school, not much bigger than an 
average lounge room. (Was moved a few years later to become the 
store-room for the general store). I was the first foreigner in a total of 14 
year correspondence high school. One room and one teacher.

Fortunately, I adapted quickly to going to school, about 400 metres from home, in shorts, singlet and bare feet, 
as all the other boys. (Not much more even in winter). Everything was so different to the City of The Hague! I learned 
English (Australian, actually), very quickly. Didn’t learn about Labour Day or Anzac Day being holidays though. I went 
to school. Nobody there! Very confusing! My school days there were very happy, and from Primary school I went to 
Bunbury High School, my parents having to find a place for me to board and after four years there I spent several 
months at Manjimup High School, travelling daily by bus from Shannon. Not ideal!

One of our residents that we have been visiting for some years is turning 100. Congratulations to Corrie becoming a 
wonderful age that a lot of us never think we would make. Corrie was born in Zeeland in the Netherlands. Corrie tells 
us that she was from a rich farm. Her grandparents brought her up on the farm which she loved immensely. Corrie is 
the oldest of five children and they were all girls, she is the only surviving family member. Corrie met her very loving 
husband at the age of 22 while singing in a choir in Rotterdam. They married and had one son; together they moved 
to Amsterdam where they lived on the Apollolaan. Her husband worked as a ship builder. Corrie continued singing in 
a choir and she said her neighbours would listen in the 
morning when she was practising at home whilst doing her 
household work. Corrie said she never worked but studied 
languages. 

The family migrated to Australia in the late forties. They lived 
in Wundowie, about 26 miles from Northam where they built 
their own home. The home was on six acres and the family 
made it into a hobby farm, growing vegetables and having 
goats, ducks, and sheep. They both helped the young 
migrants as her husband spoke six languages. Corrie loved 
the country life but her husband became very sick with 
Parkinson’s and she nursed him for many years and they 
moved together to Perth to be near medical care. 

I asked Corrie “what is your secret to becoming 100”. She 
said “always keep yourself active and eat healthily. I have 
always cooked my own food and not had take-away. I was 
always doing handicrafts, sewing my own clothes and having 
a caring heart for others.” While talking to Corrie she is 
crocheting a little rug so her hands are never idle. Corrie is a 
proud grandmother of three grandchildren and five great¬ 
grandchildren. 

Corrie enjoyed a lovely 100 th Birthday here at Neerlandia with 
some old friends and the ‘Jeugd van Vroeger’ with a very 
large cake and lots of balloons and flowers. Corrie was 
delighted with the surprise we organised with The Hollandia 
Choir.

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Remembrance Day—The Last Post 


The last post: 

{Last month our Remembrance Service was held at 
Karrakatta and we will publish a report on that event 
n in our next issue. 

There , “The Last Post” was played and the following 
story brings out a new meaning to it. 

Here is something everyone should know. Until I read 
this , I didn f t know, but I checked it out and it seems 
true. Editor) 



We have all heard the haunting song, The Last Post.' 

It's the song that gives us the lump in our throats and 
usually tears in our eyes. 

But, do you know the story behind the song? If not, I 
think you will be interested to find out about its humble 
beginnings. 

Reportedly, it all began in 1862 during the American 
Civil War, when Union Army Captain Robert 
Ellicombe was with his men near Harrison's Landing in 
Virginia. The Confederate Army was on the other side 
of the narrow strip of land. 

During the night, Captain Ellicombe heard the moans of 
a soldier who lay severely wounded on the field. Not 
knowing if it was a Union or Confederate soldier, the 
Captain decided to risk his life and bring the stricken 
man back for medical attention. Crawling on his 
stomach through the gunfire, the Captain reached the 
stricken soldier and began pulling him toward his 
encampment. 

When the Captain finally reached his own lines, he 
discovered it was actually a Confederate soldier, but the 
soldier was dead. 

The Captain lit a lantern and suddenly caught his breath 
and went numb with shock. In the dim light, he saw the 
face of the soldier. It was his own son. The boy had 
been studying music in the South when the war broke 
out. 

Without telling his father, the boy enlisted in the 
Confederate Army. 

The following morning, heartbroken, the father asked 
permission of his superiors to give his son a full 
military burial, despite his enemy status. 

His request was only partially granted. 

The Captain had asked if he could have a group of 
Army band members play a funeral dirge for his son at 


the funeral. 

The request was turned down since the soldier was a 
Confederate. 

But, out of respect for the father, they did say they 
could give him only one musician. 

The Captain chose a bugler. He asked the bugler to 
play a series of musical notes he had found on a piece 
of paper in the pocket of the dead youth's uniform. 

This wish was granted. 

The haunting melody, we now know as 'The Last Post’ 
used at military funerals was bom. 

The words are: 

Day is done. 

Gone the sun 
From the lakes , 

From the hills , 

From the sky. 

All is well. 

Safely rest , 

God is nigh. 

Fading light 
Dims the sight. 

And a star , 

Gems the sky. 

Gleaming bright 
From afar.

I too have felt the chills while listening to ’The Last 
Post’ but I have never seen all the words to the song 
until now.

I also never knew the story behind the song and 
I didn't know if you had either so I thought I'd pass it 
along. 

I now have an even deeper respect for the song than I 
did before.

The Island of Texel: 

Texel is an island municipality in the province of North Holland, a province of 
the Netherlands. 

It is the biggest and most populated of the Frisian Islands in the Wadden Sea, 
and also the westernmost of this archipelago. Population around 14000. 

The name Texel is Frisian, but because of historical sound-changes in Dutch, 
where all -x- sounds have been replaced with -s- sounds (compare for instance 
English Fox, Frisian Fokse, German Fuchs with Dutch Vos), 
the name is typically pronounced as Tessel in Dutch. 

The island includes seven villages: De Cocksdorp, De Koog, 

De Waal, Den Burg, Den Hoorn, Oosterend, and Oudeschild, 
and the small townships of Bargen, De Nes, Dijkmanshuizen, 

Driehuizen, Harkebuurt, ? t Homtje, Midden-Eierland, 

Molenbuurt, Nieuweschild, Noorderbuurt, Ongeren, Oost, 

Spang, Spijkdorp, Tienhoven, Westermient, Zevenhuizen, 
and Zuid-Eierland. 

The next islands in the archipelago, to the north/north-east of 
Texel, are Vlieland, Terschelling, Ameland and 
Schiermonnikoog 

The municipality also includes the uninhabited sand bar of Noorderhaaks. The island of Texel, which received city 
rights in 1415, originally was made up of two islands, Texel proper to the south and Eierland to the northwest, which 
were connected by shoals. In the seventeenth century, the islands were poldered together. Today, Texel forms the 
largest natural barrier between the North Sea and the Wadden Sea. 

The dune landscape on Texel is a unique habitat for wildlife. Texel is known for its wildlife, particularly in winter, 
when birds of prey and geese take up residence. About one third of Texel is a protected nature reserve 

HISTORY 

In the early Middle Ages and before, Texel and Wieringen may have been 
much bigger and met each other as opposite banks of the Marsdiep, which 
was then a river with banks of permanent land. 

NOTABLE BA TTLESINVOL VING TEXEL: 

1653 Battle of Scheveningen - During the First Anglo-Dutch War. 

1673 Battle of Texel - During the Third Anglo-Dutch War. 

1914 Battle off Texel - During the First World War 
1945 Georgian Uprising of Texel - During the Second World War 

In 1653, during the First Anglo-Dutch War, the Dutch admiral Maarten 

Tromp was killed in a battle with the English navy under the command of George Monck off the coast of Texel 

Texel is also famous in military history as the only place that a navy was defeated on horseback. Occupying Holland 
in January 1795, the French continental army learned that the mighty Dutch navy had been frozen into the ice around 
Texel Island, so Commandant Louis Joseph Lahure and 128 men simply rode up to it and demanded surrender. No 
shots were fired. 

During the American Revolution, Texel was used as a haven port for the reeling USS Bonhomme Richard after it had 
defeated the British ship HMS Serapis off the coast of Flamborough Head in Britain in September 1779. That ship 
was captained by John Paul Jones. This event further complicated Anglo-Dutch relations. 

On the night of 31 August 1940, the sea 
to the northwest of Texel was the scene 
of the sinking of two British destroyers 
and the severe damage of a third by 
German mines in what became known 
as the Texel Disaster.

TEXEL SHEEP 

The “Texel” is a breed of domestic sheep originally from 
the island of Texel in the Netherlands. It is now a popular 
lean meat sheep in the USA, Australia, New Zealand, 
Uruguay and Europe. The Texel is a heavily muscled 
sheep. It produces a lean meat carcass and will pass on 
this quality to crossbred progeny. The wool is around 32 
micrometres and is mostly used for hosiery yams and 
knitting wools. 

The Texel sheep originated on the isle of Texel, the 
largest of the Frisian Islands off the north coast of the 
Netherlands. The exact origin of the breed is unknown 
although it is thought to be a cross of multiple English 
breeds. It was slowly bred into a meat breed of 
outstanding carcass quality. It is now one of the most 
common meat breeds in the Netherlands, making up 
seventy percent of the national flock. 



The “TEXEL” Sheep 


CHARA CTERISTICS 

The Texel breed is a white-faced breed with no wool on the head or legs. The breed is characterized by a 
distinctive short, wide face with a black nose and widely placed, short ears with a nearly horizontal carriage. They 
have black hooves. The wool is of medium grade (46’s-56’s) with no black fibres. Mature animals shear fleece 
weights of 3.5 kg (7.7 lbs) to 5.5 kg (12.1 lbs). 

The most outstanding characteristic of the Texel is its remarkable muscle development and leanness. Texel-sired 
lambs show an advantage of one full leg score in breed comparisons and less total carcass fat—especially seam fat. 

From early spring to 
summer you can watch the 
largest spoonbill colony in 
The Netherlands in nature 
reserve De Geul. Texel is 
the most northerly place in 
Europe where the spoonbills 
live. These elegant white 
birds feel at home on the 
island due to the absence of 
their greatest predator the 
fox.

This will be my last report for about four months, as we 
are preparing for a 3 Month trip around Australia 
starting the second week in June.

All that, plus our normal activities and functions has kept 
us on our toes. 

Soccer wise we are improving. 

The game at home against Wanneroo was a good game 
to watch, with Morley-Windmills having most of the 
play, but again could not finish. When Windmills finally 
scored, the defence once again lost concentration and let 
Wanneroo back into the game. At the end, the game 
finished in a draw and Windmills had heir first point of 
the season. The following Saturday, Windmills were host 
to Bunbury, the top team against the bottom team and 
what a good game it turned out to be. We scored within 
30 second of the start of the game with some good passes 
and a good finish, with Diago van der Ross putting the 
bal into the right hand bottom comer. From there on 
Windmills had to do a lot of defending as Bunbury, who 
had not lost a game and had scored 16 goals so far this 
season, threw everything at our defence, but windmills 
did not just sit back and whenever the opportunity came, 
they would attack with some very good football and 
creating chances of their own. Half time 1-0. 

In the second half Bunbury put some more pressure on 
the our defence, but could not get the ball past Matt 
Darling our keeper. We also created some good chances 
but at the end we were the winners and finally moved of 
the bottom of the table. A very good game with some 
very good football. 

On Monday, the public holiday, Windmills had to travel 
to Rockingham for the second round of the cup and what 
a day it turned out to be.

Our next game was against Fremantle City at Wauhop 
Park, a game we should have won but that finished in a 
draw.

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The Might of the United Provinces 


The Might of the United Provinces. 

After the assassination of Willem van Oranje in 1584, 

was appointed Stadtholder of 
Holland and Zeeland. In 1588 
he was appointed Captain 
General as well as Admiral of 
the United Provinces 
followed up in 1589 with the 
appointment as Stadtholder of 
Utrecht, Gelderland and 
Overijssel. At this time he 
commanded an army of 
around 10.000 well trained 
and equipped men. He was an 
able and feared strategist, 
who managed to capture quite 
a number of fortified cities 
and bring these under the banner of Orange. And now 
with Groningen and Drente under his control, nearly 
all the lands above the Maas and Schelde were under 
the rule of the 'Staten Generaal', who had their seat in 
's Gravenhage (The Hague). 

With Johan van Oldenbamevelt as Prince Maurits' 
advisor, the two formed a powerful and energetic 
team. 

Johan van Oldebamevelt was bom in Amersfoort on 
14th September 1547. In 1564 he went to The Hague 
to work in a lawyers office, 
after which he left to study 
at various universities in 
Leuven, Cologne, 

Heidelberg and Padua. 

During his stay in 
Heidelberg he changed 
from the Catholic to the 
Calvinist religion. In 1570 
he was appointed as 
'Advocaat bij het Hof van 
Holland' (Advisor to the 
central government) in 
control of dykes and drainage. 

This appointment was probably the outcome of the All 
Saints Flood on 1st and 2nd of November 1570, which 
caused untold damage in the North to the provinces of 
Groningen, Friesland and Holland. During 1572 he 
started working together with Prince Willem of 
Orange in Delft, who's tmsted advisor he became in 
the course of time. 

His knowledge of the drainage and dyke systems of 
the many polders in Holland was used during the 
sieges of Alkmaar and Leiden, where the Spanish 
forces had to retreat when the dykes were breached in 
the right places so that the surrounding fields were 
flooded. In 1576 he was appointed to the position of 
'Pensionaris' or lawyer of the city of Rotterdam. 


Owing to his intellect, integrity and hard work Johan 
van Oldebamevelt was appointed to the high position 
of'Raadspensionaris' or Chief Executive Officer 
(CEO) of the 'Raad van State' (government) of 
Holland. But it was not long after that in effect he 
became the chief officer of the ‘Staten Generaal”, the 
supreme governing body of the United Provinces. 

In this position he was able to control the destiny and 
welfare of the Northern Provinces together with 
Stadtholder Prince Maurits. Dordrecht became an 
important financial centre as well as an important city 
trading in wool and wine and reaping a handsome 
income from charging toll from passing ships. Since 
1375 it had its own mint providing florins or guilders 
for the country. In contrast the Southern Netherlands 
were not doing so well as a turnover of short-term 
Spanish appointed ‘Landvoogden' (governors) had a 
negative effect. Soldiers who had not been paid for a 
considerable time formed gangs who looted and 
destabilized the country-side. Some hired Italian 
“vendels” had not been paid for six years. 

Driven by his hate of these rebellious 'Infidels' King 
Philips II, even after the defeat in 1588 of his dream 
'Armada' ordered his new 'Landvoogd' De Mendoza to 
capture the French port of Calais to be followed up by 
Hulst. As a result, the French as well as the English, 
who also felt endangered, joined the Dutch fighting 
the Spanish armies. Furthermore rumours were 
spreading that the Spanish were building a new 
'Armada' in Cadiz. The undaunted Dutch together with 
a quickly assembled English fleet, sailed towards 
Cadiz captured the city and destroyed as many ships 
as they could. The Spanish on their part wrecked as 
much as they could of their own to obstruct the enemy 
taking away too much of their property. 

But a year later the hate driven Philips again managed 
to equip 128 ships together with an army of 14.000 to 
set sail for Ireland in order to attack the Protestant 
Queen Elisabeth I. Unfortunately this fleet had sailed 
into a heavy storm which wrecked the whole 
undertaking with the loss of many ships and men. The 
military undertakings of the past years had weakened 
the Spanish economy so much, that there was not 
enough money anymore to keep up the payments for 
soldiers and sailors. Riots followed. 

Prince Maurits took advantage of the situation and 
managed to clear many Spanish garrisons from cities, 
still under Spanish control. Now the Provinces had 
been totally cleared of those unwelcome Spanish 
intruders. With a small army Prince Maurits 
continually defeated a much stronger adversary 
because he equipped his mounted soldiers with 
firearms, much to the surprise of the Spanish 
commanders. With his well trained 'vendels' (strength 
200 men each) Maurits defeated once more the

Spanish armies in 1597 at Tumhout. The entry to the 
Schelde now came under the Republic's control with 
the object to eliminate Antwerp as a competitor of 
Amsterdam. 

Right through history and up to modem times, political 
and monetary circumstances have their up and downs. 
And so it was in the so called United Provinces as well 
in the years of 1598 to 1599. The States General in The 
Hague did not always have it the way they wanted, 
each of the provinces was actually a State on its own 
and the ‘Staten GeneraaT had relatively little influence 
over them. Holland was the most prosperous and 
powerful of the lot and expected the other provinces to 
equally share the cost of maintaining an army and a 
fleet. This brought dissention with the result that 
Prince Maurits as well as the current fleet commander 
were continually facing a shortage of funds. But 
against these odds, Maurits and his army managed to 
have the overhand during the continual engagements 
with the Spaniards and winning outright the important 
'Slag bij Nieuwpoort' (Battel of Nieuwpoort) on 2 July 
1600. 

The ships sailing to the Indies were doing very well up 
to the year 1601, so much so that a great competition 
had developed between the now eight companies 
trading in the tropics. In the Indies the 'Merchants' 
were bidding against each other for the precious spices, 
much to the joy of the locals. Profits were plummeting. 
Through van Oldebamevelt's insistence the 
competitors were more or less forced in 1602 to unite 
and form the Verenigde Oost Indiese Compagnie 
(VOC). The capital was 6 1/2 million Guilders, of 
which the merchants in Amsterdam subscribed half, 
Middelburg one quarter, Rotterdam, Delft, Enkhuizen 
and Hoorn each one sixteenth. 

In the year 1606 on the 9th of April a twelve year 
armistice was concluded with Spain orchestrated by 
the 'Raadspensionaris' Johan van Oldebamevelt against 
the express wishes of Price Maurits. who saw his 
influence in State matters waning. Their relationship 
became strained and eventually flared into open 
conflict 

The trading with the Indies was so profitable that the 
VOC declared a dividend to its shareholders of 162.5 
% in the year 1610, the merchants were growing rich. 
The VOC power in the Indies also increased rapidly 
and Governor Jan Pietersz Coen decided that Jacatra 
on the island of Java was more centrally situated than 
his present headquarters on Ambon. His decision was 
influenced by the fact that the competing English 
intended to remove the unwanted Dutch traders. So 
after a dispute with the local Sultan, the order was 
given to make war on him after it was found out that 
he had signed a trade agreement with the English. 
Jacatra was torched. While Governor Coen was at it, 
he also chased the Portuguese away from the Indies. 


The city of Batavia was built on the ruins of old Jacatra 
and became headquarters for the VOC. 

With the riches pouring in from the returning trading 
vessels, other new undertakings were formed, like in 
1613 the 'Noorse Maatschappij voor Walvisvaart' and 
later in 1621 the 'West Indiese Compagnie' where Piet 
Hein captured the Spanish 'Zilvervloot' in 1628. 

In these days tensions developed in the 'Staten 
Generaal' between the Republicans and the Orange 
supporters. 

In the end, van Oldebamevelt was accused of treason 
and decapitated in 1619. Six year later Prince Maurits 



died after a long illness on 23d April 1625. 

His brother Prince Frederik Hendrik succeeded him as 
Stadtholder. However the provinces of Groningen and 
Drente appointed the Frisian Stadtholder Ernst Casimir 
as their Head of State, thereby showing again that the 
United Provinces were not always so united. 

Prince Frederik Hendrik proved to be an excellent 
army commander as well as a great Statesman. He 
managed to increase his influence in the Southern 
Netherlands by including's Hertogenbosch into the 
United Provinces for a start. Because of his continued 
successes against the Spanish, the Prince's family was 
unanimously appointed to the position of Stadtholder 
in perpetuity. The lands south of the river Maas like 
Limburg and North Brabant as well as 'Zeeuws 
Vlaanderen' were declared as 'Gewesten' and had no 
part in government. 

As a last effort King Philips IV, a grandson of Philips 
II, equipped a fleet of 67 galleons to bring those 
troublesome rebels under Spanish rule again. But 
Admiral Maarten Harpertsz Tromp however was ready 
for him with his well equipped fleet and trained sailors 
to defeat those proud galleons and only 10 or 12 of 
those magnificent ships could escape. The Spanish 
never came back and were now ready to sign the 
'Vrede van Munster' in 1648. 

The Seven United Provinces were now a recognised 
independent Republic. They were respected as a world 
power with Amsterdam being the most important and 
powerful city in the world of that time.
